Hardly a U. S. Soldier Anywhere, but Has 
Some Article of Equipment Produced 
in This City. 


“There’s hardly a man in the 
armed forces, from Guadalcanal to 


Iceland, who’s not wearing or us- 
ing something made in ‘St. Louis.” 
Edward W. Wagner, St. Louis dis 
trict production manager of the 
War Production Board, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
in disclosing how. “war-orphan” 
businesses here hhve kept going 
by turning to war work. 

About 75 per cent of the plants 
in this area, which are equipped to 
handle war busin have obtained 
war contracts, Wagrfer said, adding 
that many who saw the “handwrit- 
ing on the wall” promptly con- 
verted their facilities to war-time 
needs and, through the liaison 
service of the WPB Small War 
Plants Division, got either prime 
or sub-contracts for Government 
work. 

‘Wagner said about 1200 firms 
had listed .their facilities with the 
local WPB office and that a large 
majority of them had been able 
to get war work. William E. 
Kraemer, WPB facilities superyi- 
sor, turned to a card index: and 
picked out examples at random. 

For example, at the Berry Motor 
Car Co. where Packards aren’t 
moving on and off the show-room 
floor as they once did, “doodle- 
bugs,” the little tractors that pull 
airplanes and other loads around 
Army airports, are being turned 
out at a lively rate.

The Hartman Manufacturing 
Co., which once concerned itself 
chiefly with baby carriages, now 
is making shelter halves and duf- 
fle bags. The W. G. Shelton Ca, 
manufacturer of | equipment for 
beauty parlors, has prime and sub- 
contracts’ for strictly non-beauti- 
fying materials for use on the 
Nazis and Japanese. And the 
American Stove Co. is turning out 
parachute flares and parts for 
bombs and gun turrets. 

From bobby pins to bomb parts 
is the wartime story of Sta-Rite 
Ginny Lou, Inc., Shelbyville, Il.

MISSING GIRL, 10, 
FOUND MURDERED: 
SUSPEGT IS HELD 


Body Discovered Under 
Abandoned Cincinnati 


Warehouse—Child At- 
tacked, Beaten. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 26 (AP). — 
The beaten body of j0-year-old 
Helen Sellers, missing since Christ- 


mas eve, was found today under an 
abandoned freight warehouse and 
a few hours later a 45-year-old man 
was taken into custody for ques- 
tioning, Detective Frank Harrison 
reported. He said the man, a paint 
sprayer, was apprehended by po- 
lice in an alley near the ware- 
house, 

Coroner Frank M. Coppock said 
the girl “had been horribly at- 
tacked.” She might have been 
dead about 12 hours, he added. 

The child’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Roscoe Sellers, located by police 
three hours after the girl’s body 
had been found, were under ques- 
tioning, Police Lieut. Louis Voll- 
mer said. 

He said the father, a laborer for 
the same concern for 23 years, 
had gone to a cafe with his wife 
and the child Christmas Eve to 
cash a pay check; The child dis- 
appeared and the mother waited 
there until closing time for her re- 
turn, Volimer quoted her as say- 
ing. Police then were asked to 
start a search, 

Patrolman John O’Neal, search- 
ing under the warehouse with a 
flashlight, found the body under a 
pasteboard covering which yielded 
when he stepped on it. 

Vollmer said the girl’s under- 
wear was 100 feet from the body.

The warmest Christmas in St. 
Louis was in 1889 when the mer- 
cury rose to 71 degrees. This 
year’s highest reading Christmas 
Day was 54 degrees.

Pvt, Walker Hancock, former 
St. Louisan, has won the $1500 
prize in open competition for his 
design for the new medal for 
meritorious achievement in aerial 
flight authorized by President 
Roosevelt, it was announced yes- 
terday. The new medal will be 
given in awards not warranting 
the Distinguished Flying Cross. 

Informed of his son’s achieve- 
ment, W. Scott Hancock, attorney, 
who lives at 4332 McPherson ave- 
nue and has practiced law here for 
45 years, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he was “delighted.” “T 
learned three weeks ago that he 
had been called to Washington to 
complete the design,” Hancock 
said, “but did not know that he 
had won $1500.” 

Pvt. Hancock, 41 years old, who 
has a studio in Gloucester, Mass., 


created the design for the Marine 


Corps Expeditionary Medal and the 
Air Mail Flyers’ Medal of Honor. 
A graduate of Pennsylvania Aca- 
demy, he won the coveted Prix de 
Rome in 1925 and has done many 
portrait busts and sculptures for 
public buildings, including the 
Kansas City (Mo.)

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
About a dozen officials of the 
War Production Board’s aircraft 
production division have quit WPB 
or are considering resigning, it 
was disclosed today soon after the 
resignation of the division  di- 
rector, Harold E. Talbott of 


New York City, was announced. 

The: division is being liquidated 
gradually and a large part of its 
personnel transferred to the armed 
services to function under the 
new Aircraft Production Board, 
headed by Charles F, Wilson, WPB 
vice-chairman. 

Talbott’s letter of resignation to 
Wilson. gave no reasons. “It has 
been a great pleasure to have 
worked with you and I am sorry 
it seems advisable that this rela- 
tionship end,” it closed. 

An informed official who would 
not be quoted by name said Tal- 
bott had been scheduled for a 
place on the board but was not 
named when its members were an- 
nounced officially two weeks ago. 
This gource said Talbott’s appoint- 
ment met opposition from the 
Army and Navy. Talbott had 
urged WPB control over most 
phases of war plane production, 
and the new organization, while 
enlarging the powers of WPB, did 
not do so to the extent. he is said 
to have felt necessary. Talbott 
was in New York tonight and not 
available for comment. 

Aid Succeeds Talbott. 

The position on the Aircraft 
Production Board went to T. P. 
Wright Jr., who was Talbott’s 
deputy director. Presumably he 
wil] take over also as acting chief 
of the aircraft production division 
of WPB while that unit is being 
liquidated. 

About half the remaining of- 
ficials of the division are expected 
to be assigned to the Army air 
forces and t he Navy’s Bureau of 
Aeronautics. Along with officers 
of the Army and Navy, they will 
comprise the staff of a new Re- 
sources Control Office, which will 
deal with materials, man power 
and other problems of the industry 
under the Aircraft Production 
Board. Others will remain in WPB 
to handle priorities problems, for 
the time being at least. 

Wright said tonight he had 
asked some of those leaving to re- 
main and take positions in the Re- 
sources Control Office but that 
they had elected to leave, some re- 
turning to private industry and

RUSSIANS SMASH 
IVES TORELEVE 
STALINGRAD ARMY 


Columns Push South to 
Within 105. Miles of 
Rostov, West to 100 
Miles of Kharkov.

MOSCOW, Dec. 27 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Russian troops have driven 
within 105 miles of Rostov in their 
middle Don offensive that has tak- 
en a toll of 116,000 Germans killed 
or captured in 11 days, and another 
Red Army column rolling south- 
west of Stalingrad is nearing Ko- 
telnikovski, the Russians , an- 
nounced early today in another 
special communique. 
The Russian Army newspaper 
Red Star said this latter drive al- 
ready had sealed the fate of 22 
German divisions pinned between 
the Don and Volga rivers before 
Stalingrad. 

By announcing the capture of 
Verkhnetarasov on the Moscow- 
Rostov railway and other towns 
nearby, the Russians disclosed 
that the Red Army was now 190 
miles behind the German siege 
army trapped before Stalingrad. 
Other Soviet units are clearing 
the Don river bend. 

Verkhnetarasov is 15 miles 
south of Millerovo, important rail- 
road junction which has been by- 
passed on two sides.

Jean Darlan as high commission- 
er of French Africa and was 
granted full military and dvil 
powers. 

The selection by the council gove 
erning the vast African empire of 
the French was made a few hours 
after an impressive funeral was 
given his assassinated predeces- 
sor, a funeral in which Giraud 
himself paid his final tribute to 
Darlan, 

Giraud Calls for Unity. 
Gen. Giraud called for unity in 
an order of the day issued imme 
diately after hig selection was an- 
nounced. The order follows: 
“Assuming the functions of High 
Commissioner of French .Africa 
after the tragedy which cost Ad- 
miral Darlan’s life, I ask all to 
stand united behind | me to assure, 
with the support of our Allies, 
the success of our armies. 
“Only one thing counts: France 
and. her empire; there is but one 
aim: Victory.” 

The order was signed by Giraud 
as “General of the Army, High 
Commissioner in French Africa, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Land, 
Sea and Air Forces.” 
A French spokesman . said 
Giraud has yet to select his. cab- 
inet of advisers. 
Attending the’ council meeting 
at which the famous soldier, now 
in his 60s, was chosen were Giraud, 
Gen. Auguste Nogues, governor of 
French Morocco, Pierre Boisson, 
governor general of French West 
Africa who recently opened the 
important port of. Dakar to the 
Allies, Yves Chatel, governor of 
Algeria, and Gen, Jean Marie Ber- 
geret, former aviation secretary 
in the Vichy French cabinet. 
The French Imperial Council 
convened.at 4 p. m. yesterday. 
Communique Issued, 
After reaching its decision the 
council issued the following com- 
munique: 
“The members of the Imperial 
Council decided unanimously that 
Gen. Henri Giraud shall exercise

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
A post war planning committee of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
to draft a program including plans 
for labor representation at the 
peace conference table, was cre- 
ated today by President William 
Green, 

Under authority granted by the 
recent AFL convention at Toron- 
to, Green named nine AFL lead- 
ers to the committee and desig- 
nated Matthew Woll, AFL vice- 


president, as chairman. 

The committee was directed to 
work on a four-point program. In 
addition to seeking a place for 
labor at the peace conference, it 
would cover specific proposals 
which the labor. representatives 
would ask to have incorporated 
in the peace treaty, a program 
of post war reconstruction to pre- 
vent a disastrous depression, ex- 
pansion of social, economic and 
political security for this country 
and “the peoples of all lands.” 

For Restormg Unions, 

AFL spokesmen said one of the 
prime post war problems, and one 
with which the committee would 
be directly concerned, was that of 
restoring labor unions in Axis 
lands. In Germany, strong labor 
organizations existed until Hitler 
came into power. 

Green said in a statement that 
he hoped the findings of the com- 
mittee would show that “labor is 
measuring up to its responsibili- 
ties and is capable of exerting real 
leadership for a better world.” 

“We must start planning now 
for the emergencies that will face 
us when the war is over,” he said. 
“We can’t afford to wait until vic- 
tory is won. Without adequate 
preparation and a specific pro- 
gram to meet that day of victory, 
we may find—asg in the last war— 
that the battle was in vain.”

274 CHRISTMAS FATALITIES; 
164 IN AUTOMOBILE MISHAPS 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP). — 
Fatalities were fewer on the na- 
tion’s highways during this year’s 
Christmas holidays, but more per- 
sons met accidental deaths in oth- 
er forms than last year, reports 
showed tonight when the toll stood 
at 274, of whom 164 died in auto- 
mobile mishaps. The total com- 
pared to 431 deaths recorded in 
1941, of which 334 were ‘traffic 
victims. 

California led the states in fatali- 

ties with 43, of which 32 resulted 
from auto accidents, 
- Gasoline and tire rationing and 
the resultant decline in the num- 
ber of motorists on the roads were 
considered chief reasons ‘for the 
death rate decline. 

The total deaths by states, in- 
cluding the number of traffic vic- 
tims, include: Missouri, 6, traffic 
4; Illinois, 26, traffic, 11. 
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Washington has requested war 
plants to continue regular produc- 
tion schedules. 

The war will have a marked in- 
fluence on New Year’s celebrations 
this year. At hotels and clubs, 
throngs will seek respite from war 
worries for a few hours, paying $3 
to $10 a person for dinner, music 
and entertainment, generally 20 per 
cent more than was paid last year. 

Reservations Ahead of 1941. 

Advance reservations, already as 
much as 30 per cent ahead of last 
year, indicate the presence of many 
uniforms. Travel limitations this 
year have reduced out-of-town res- 
ervations, except for persons visit- 
ing soldiers stationed here, but lo- 
cal patronage has increased, man- 
agers reported. “Nobody seems to 
want to stay at home this year,” 
one manager remarked. 
Crowds will be limited, however, 
in the larger clubs and hotels to 
guard against possible hazards, in 
response to appeals by the Office 
of. Civilian Defense and the De- 
partment of Public Safety.

But he is probably the least 
popularized of the great war 
heroes because of his own reticence 
and an expressed preference for 
military anonymity. 

Lost in the pages of first World 
War history is ‘the story of his first 
escape from German captivity, but 
his: getaway from the supposedly 
impregnable Koenigstein fortress 
in the present conflict and his sub- 
sequent escape by submarine and 
plane from Vichy France ade- 
quately illustrate his daring and 
fortitude, 

Giraud was still fighting when 
the Germans captured him toward 
the end of the third republic in 
the Sedan area after he had lost 
contact with the French high com- 
mand in May, 1940. 

In Koenigstein he slipped down 
the sheer prison wall on a 65-foot 
rope made from threads smuggled 
to him in every letter he received 
from his wife. 

At the end of the rope his plot 
almost came to naught, for a sen- 
try challenged the tall, lean French 
general. 

“Pretty cold, isn’t it?” Giraud 
remarked in German, which he 
has learned well as a captive and 
as a former military commander 
of Metz, near the German frontier. 

“Yes, sir,” the surprised German 
said, and Giraud strolled away, 
whistling a convincing German air. 

Hitler was furious when Giraud 
got to Vichy, but the Petain Gov- 
ernment feared his enforced re- 
turn to Germany would set off a 
revolt among the admiring—and 
snickering—French populace, At 
one stage of some rather ludicrous 
negotiations Giraud was said to 
have offered to go back to Koenig- 
stein in a swap for 500,000 French 
soldier-prisoners, but he said a 
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mere Hitlerian. promise was not 
enough—they had to be delivered. 
He wouldn’t trust a German 
an oath on “Mein Kampf.” 

Then Giraud ostensibly retired to 
private life in the Lyon area, but 
mysterious negotiations went on, 
for an American naval officer in a 
borrowed. British submarine: took 
him from the French coast to a 
rendezvous at sea with an Allied 
plane which flew to Allied head- 
quarters for the start of the Afri- 
can occupation. 

Now in his 60s and a veteran of 
80 years or so in African colonial 
commands, Giraud was the Allies’ 
ace in the hole, and he was offered 
the political command of French 
Africa. He declined, leaving the 
place open for Adm, Jean Darian, 
and in Giraud’s first authorized in- 
terview he said politics was not his 
field, that he intended to devote

Speedy Decision. 


The selection of Giraud was ex- 
pected generally but the speed with 
which the council reached the de- 
cision came as a surprise and some 
political quarters in North Africa 
also were startled by the announce-

There was no immediate an- 
nouncement whether Giraud would 
continue in active command of the 
French Army, which already is a 
highly important factor in the Al- 
lied campaign in Tunisia, or re- 
linquish that role to a sub- 
ordinate.

“Of Admiral Darlan, it may be 
repeated that the part he played 
in North Africa related primarily 
to the military situation and was 
of incalculable aid to the Allied 
armies in the battle which is still 
raging. His assassination was an 
odious and cowardly act.” 

The Secretary declined to go be- 
yond these remarks when asked if 
he were hopeful that the assassi- 


nation would not seriously affect 


French Africa's support of the Al- 
lied cause, Hull replied that his 
remarks covered all he could say 
at the moment. 


10 MILLION VISITS A MONTH 
TO U.S.0, CENTERS ARE MADE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26 (AP).— 
Approximately 10 million visits a 
month are made to 1162 U, 8. O. 
clubs and special centers through- 
out the nation by men of the 
armed services, U. S. O. national 
headquarters reports. 

In an account of its operations 
since last Jan. 1, the U. 8S. O. said 
expansion of the armed forces had 
resulted in an increase in the num- 
ber of clubs from 526 during the 
year. Attendance a year ago was 
two million visits a month, 

Volunteer workers increased in 
number from 150,000 to 600,000 and 
the number of parties and dances 
they assist in conducting from 
9347 to 23,000 a month, Attend- 
ance at group. events 
from 896,000 to 5,428,00 a month, 

U. S. O. clubs in hemispher 
bases also were increased from 10 
to 56 and railroad and bus sta- 
tion lounges in this country from 
2 to 94. 

The announcement stated that 
each month U, 8S. O. workers now 
received 811,511 requests: for infor- 
mation service, provided hospital- 
ity in private homes for 83,141 men 
and accomodated 250,000 men with 
sleeping quarters in U. 8S. O. clubs.

The American Civil Liberties Union 


today disputed claims of “public 
officials that civil liberties are. in-

In a year-end review, the Union 
said the status of civil liberties is 
“far better than in World War 1” 
but that the Government “has 
yielded to special pressures in 
proceedings which raise grave 
questiong as to their necessity in 
the conduct of the war.” 

The union cited the Japanese 
evacuation as “the most serious 
action” and added: “The present 
liberal policy of releasing as many 
as possible... is helping in part 
to undo what was done.” 

Other exceptions to claims that 
civil liberties are intact, the union 
said, are: 

International censorship of opin- 
ion, especially that dealing with 
race discrimination; postal cengor- 
ship of publications allegedly im- 
peding the war effort without 
hearing or specifications in many 
cases, and Federal prosecution for

Gen. Andrews Believes 
Nazi Is No Longer a 
Menace, but Forecasts 
Hard Fighting. 


(delayed). 

Lieut. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, 
commander in chief of American 
forces in the Middle East, assures 
me that while it will take hard 
fighting to oust the Axis from 
Africa, Marshal Erwin Rommel 
has been so thoroughly whipped 
he no longer is a menace to Egypt 
and the Suez Canal. 

“Everything in the general pic- 
ture is very encouraging,” Gen. 
Andrews told me. 

“Rommel has been given a hard 
trouncing. He never again can 
come back into Egypt. I couldn't 
even imagine it. He has been 
licked.” 

I asked Gen. Andrews how long 
he thought it would take to finish 
the job by driving the Germans 
into the sea. He shook his head. 

“T wouldn’t want to make that 
prediction. Rommel] must be anni- 
hilated—made to stand and fight 
—or rendered impotent by heaving 
his supplies cut off. 

“He waits until you get all set to 
gtrike him and then pulls out. He’s 
clever at it, but he’s playing a dan- 
gerous game. Let him slip once 
and the Allies will get him. 

Air, Sea Superiority. 

“We can render the Axis help- 
less both in this theater and in 
Tunisia by cutting off their re- 
sources from the continent. This 
is a battle of supplies, and we must 
blockade the Axis so they can’t 
carry on. . We can do it because 
we have superiority in the air and 
on the sea.” 

I caught Andrews at his head- 
quarters just as he arrived from 
a two-hour conference with the 
British War Council. He obviously 
was tired, for it was the end of a 
long day. Presumably he still had 
the conference on his mind, for he 
remarked: “The British have a 
wonderful organization here in 
Egypt.” 

I jumped at that opening. “Tell 
me how we are getting along with 
our Allies here,” I said. “Do 
Americans and British like each 
other? Are we developing a friend- 
ship which promises well for that 
vital postwar co-operation?” 

“I’m glad to answer,” he re- 
turned, “because I like the British, 
and the two forces are getting 
along fine together. 

“We are getting to know each 
other. Our Allies like plain talk 
and so do we, and that’s all to the 
good. The British have fine quali- 

ties. They’re brave and they're 
thorough. I’m a great admirer of 
the British organization. There’s 
lots we can learn from them.” 
Good School for Pilots. 

We then discussed the develop- 
ment of our air force in this the- 
_ ater. One point brought out was 
that the diversity of fighting, in- 

volving as it does not only opera- 
tion against sea communications 
but work over desert and all other 
types of terrain, is a wonderful 
school for air warriors. 

Gen. Andrews said that in due 
course veteran officers would be 
sent home for instructional pur- 
poses. Thus our young recruits 
will get the benefit of the wealth 
of experience gained here, 

I asked how far our forces 
would be developed in this theater. 

“That depends on the future,” 
he said. “Our mission is clear 
cut — to drive the Axis out of 


Africa.”

Wohlschlaeger was a yeoman 
on the cruiser Marblehead, which 
was severely damaged in the bat- 
tle for Java, last Feb. 4. 

“T was only about 30 feet from 
one of the Japanese bombs that 
made a direct hit on the Marble- 
head,” Wohlschlaeger related. 
“The force of the explosion 
knocked me 12 feet and ripped the 
helmet I was wearing from my 
head, I received only a superficial 
scalp wound, however.” 

Ingenuity of Crew. 

Wohlschlaeger had great praise 
for the artificers (electricians and 
machinist) aboard the Marble- 
head for their efforts to put the 


ship in sailing condition following 
the battle. “They displayed re- 
markable ability and persever- 
ance,” he said. “They placed in 
order various parts of ‘he ship’s 
equipment that ordinarily are re- 
paired only in naval yards, A\l- 
though they were not required to 
know all the workings of our 
steering gear, the electrician’s 
mates took apart and repaired the 
steering motor within 10 days of 
the time it was put out of commis- 
sion.” 

Wohlschlaeger said that when 
the war started in the Pacific 
many Navy men felt they were be- 
ing neglected by the home front in 
supplies, equipment and even food. 
“Those of us who have come back 
to duty in this country now have 
a changed attitude,” he added, “and 
‘we realize that the men out there 
now are getting food, materials 
and equipment necessary for fight- 
ing the war and in keeping up 
morale, 

“However, it cannot be put too 
strongly how much every extra 
effort helps. When a worker does 
two hours of extra labor, the re- 
sult of his work is felt directly 
by the fighting men in the Pacific. 
These extra jobs by the people on 
the civilian front may mean the 
difference between the saving or 
the sinking of one of our ships.”

Wohlschleeger and his wife, the 
former Miss Alice DeLude, of New 
Britain, Conn., are stopping with 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. M. A.

DES MOINES CRITICAL WORKERS 
TO BE FROZEN TO JOBS JAN. | 


DES MOINES, Ia., Dec, 26 (AP). 
—An agreement having the effect 
of freezing critical and essentia) 
workers to their jobs after Jan, 1 
in the Des Moines industrial area 
was adopted today by the Area 
Committee of the War Manpower 
Commission. About 22,000 are af- 
fected in seven counties, 

Objectives of the plan are to end 
labor piracy and unnecessary turn- 
over of workers, provide for orderly 
transfer of skilled workers from 
non-essential to essential industries, 
utilize local labor supply, and plan 
for orderly importation of needed 
workers. A worker classified .as 
“critical” may not shift from one 
job to another without clearance 
from the United States Employ- 
iment Service. An essential worker 
may not change jobs without a 
certificate of separation either 
from his employer or from the 
United States Employment Service.

With about 35 per cent of United 
States local taxpayers—those own- 
ing real estate—now paying be-

Cleveland, president of the Mort- 
gage Bankers’ Association of 
America, says. 

“It has taken the greatest war 
in oug history to make a dent in 
public understanding that real es-). 
tate, which represents less than a 
fourth of property wealth, can- 
not continue to shoulder as high 
as 80 per cent of local taxes,” 
Mulienix asserts. “This is partic- 
ularly true now because of unsat- 
isfactory administration of rent 
control. The greatly increased 
costs of municipal operation have 
been borne principally by real es- 
tate on which local governments 
have, year after year, assessed a 
fixed charge of from 2 to 3 per 
cent regardless of changing times 
and conditions,” he said.

Mullenix, who recently returned 
from ai tour 
states studying wartime develop- 
ments that have a bearing on real 
estate financing, said there is an 
approaching crisis in real estate 
property taxation almost every- 
where. 

“I don’t know of a single post- 
war problem that deserves more 
serious study now than the prop- 
erty tax. From all over the coun- 
try comes the complaint that tax- 
able property values are 
higher than true values and are 
getting higher. In countless in- 
stances property is paying a tax 
several times that in other sec- 
tions where exactly the same mu- 
nicipal services are furnished. 

“What will be needed eventually 
is a thorough study of what to 
expect of the property tax. To a 
large degree, our basic conception 
of the property tax has changed 
little in a hundred years when 
most wealth was real property. A 
revolution has occurred since then, 
but it has left the property tax 
virtually unchanged.” 

Mullenix advocates a Federal 
survey to study and recommend 
a scientific allocation of the vari- 
ous tax sources between Federal, 
state and local governments, as 
well as placing government in- 
come property on the same tax 
basis as privately owned income 
property. Local property taxes 
must eventually be placed on some 
basis by which the tax levy will 
be in proportion to income value, 
he said.

Building Contracts 
Total $654,184,000 


Construction contracts awarded 
in November in 37 Eastern states 
totaled $654,184,000 compared with

Plan for Women to Beat 
Johnny in Sports When 
He Comes Marching Home 


By Arlow Pifer 
When Johnny comes marching home again, he’s likely to find 
a new tough task ahead of him—defeating women in the field of 
sports, heretofore more or less his own particular domain. 


That is if Miss Dee Boeckmann, 
St. Louis city recreation director, 
can be believed—and no doubt she 
may well befor plans are al- 
ready being worked out by the 
National A. A. U. for a physical 
fitness program for everyone in 
the country between 14 and 50, 
with particular emphasis on the 
women’s side of the problem. 

Not only that, but Miss Boeck- 
mann and the National amateur 
organization expect the Govern- 


iment to get behind the program, 


which: although not compulsory, 
would be so thoroughly organized 
that it would miss but few, en- 
couraging all Americans to be- 
come physically fit. A similar sys- 
tem was in effect in Europe before 
the war, still is; and Miss Boeck- 
mann believes that it is one of the 
major things that, has kept the 
war-burdened countries from 
cracking up. 

The particular crying need at 
the present time, Miss Boeckmann 
thinks, is the training of women 
in war plants. 

“There are at least 5,000,000 
women engaged in industry essen- 
tial to the war effort now. Before 
another year there will perhaps 
be 12,000,000 and every one of these 
should have proper recreation. 
Plant organization could do this— 
indeed, it should be a government 
requirement.” 

Potato Race for Starter. 

“Tt should start with the skills, 
maybe such as a potato race,” 
Miss Boeckmann continued, “then 
take in the whole range of sports— 
basketball, track, fencing, bowling 
and gymnastics, Women are using 
muscles now at work they never 
knew they had, finding out they 
can compete in sports they never 
dreamed of a few years ago. 
Recreation must take care of their 
needed diversions from work.” 

And if you don’t think the wom- 
en themselves are in favor of it, 
listen to Miss Boeckmann’s chance 
remark: “Why, only the other 
day, a committee came to see me 
representing 300 girls, asking that 
I recommend some clean sport, 
They said they were tired of spend- 
ing their leisure time in taverns.” 


As to the over-all program for 
the nation, every person the age of 
14 or over: would be enrolled and 
the training would start with club 
tests. Following would be com- 
munity, county, state, regional and 
national competitions. These would 
be conducted in four age Classes, 
under 18 years; 18 to 24 years; 25 
to 385 years and over 35 years. 
Three-Ply Indorsemént Hoped For. 

To make it work, the plan en- 
visions three great groups behind 
it, first the physical education 
teachers in the schools, the Na- 
tional A, A. U., and the Federal 
Government educational depart- 
ment. The A. A. U. would take in 
all those persons not in school or 
in war plants. 

The resulting physically fit na- 
tion might and probably would 
give the United States dominance 
in sports, Miss Bodckmann says, @ 
far-reaching post-war benefit. 

It might be explained here that 
many major war plants in the larg- 
er. cities, including St. Louis, al- 
ready have plant organizations for 
men in sports, but women for the 
most part are being neglected. 
This winter St. Louls war workers 
by the thousands are bowling and 
there are also war plant soccer 
and basketball leagues. 

Now it’s up to the nation te take 


care of its woman power, Miss 
Boeckmann declares—the home- 
makers, school girls and war plant 
workers. 

And Dee Boeckmann knows 
whereof she speaks. An interna- 
tionally known athiete, she’s 
among the Who’s Who of the lead- 
ing women of America and has 
won more medals and trophies 
than there are parts to a question- 
naire from Washington. Among 
her honors were the international 
fencing championship, 50 and 100- 
yard world dash records, 50, 100 
and 220:American track marks and 
as a@ player on numerous cham- 
pionship basketball teams. She 
was a star on the 1928 United 
States Olympic squad at Amater- 
dam and coached the girls who 
went to Berlin for the Olympics of 
1936. . 

So if Johnny finds his stay-at- 
home sisters hard to beat in sports 
when he comes back, he can 
charge the responsibility to the ac- 
tivity of St. Louis’ recreational di- 
rector in getting behind the A. A. 
U. plan of a universal physical fit- 
ness program and her own particu- 
lar enthusiasm for the training of 
women in war plants.

Owners and Toilers. 


I am not stating that there ate 
not some farmers with small hold- 
ings who work their own lands, do 
their own work, and live in their 
own pleasant, modest homes. Such 
may be found, but the economy 
here is mainly that of large owners 
and dispossessed toilers. It differs 
radically from our earlier Ameri- 
can ideal of free, independent, 
self-reliant, land-owning home- 
steaders. 

It may be idle to ask who is to 
blame for all this. Perhaps the 
poor and weak are as responsible 
for this inequality as the rich and 
powerful. Philosophers and seers 
may decide that problem-—if they 
can—but many practical Ameri- 
cans who love their country have 
asked, “What can be done about 
this?” Without assessing blame for 
the past they ask, what can we do 
about the future? In the land of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
which is the wealthiest upon the 
globe and the hope of the world, 
are we condemned to the eternal 
shame of seeing such frustration 
of all our ideals? Must our long 
attempt at good government, by 
the people, for the people, end in 
such ‘a heart-breaking fiasco in this 
rich area?

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. 
HE year just ahead is certain to alter the 
T way of living of 130 million Americans 
who thus far, on the material side, have 
felt only a light pressure from the war. 


For millions of wage earners longer hours 
and higher rates of pay have meant a fatter 
pay envelope—more to eat, more to wear, 
more amusements, more small fuxuries. 
America’s shelves were well stocked with 
inventories of all sorts of goods, and America 
has been living on that accumulated fat. 
But now the long shadow of scarcity is ex- 
tending across the breadth of the land. 


“The grimmest fighting and the hardest 
work. lie ahead of us,” said Donald Nelson, 
WPB chairman, the other day. 


Inevitably decisions will be made which 
will determine the pattern of our lives. In 
Washington certain men—Leor Henderson’s 
successor as head of the Office of Price 
Administration; Joseph Eastman, of the 
Office of Defense Transportation; Secretary 
of Agriculture Claude Wickard, the food 
czar; Paul V. McNutt, man power boss; 
James F. Byrnes, economic stabilizer—will 
regulate the smallest details of American 
living as they have never been regulated be- 
fore. These men will be struggling to adjust 
the shortages, on the one hand, with the sur- 
plus of money, on the other, in the hope that 
we may come out of the war with an econ- 
omy not too seriously disrupted. 


War Ration Book Two: 
How System Is to Work. 


Soon, possibly tomorrow night (see Page 
1A, Column 1) Americans will be introduced 
to War .Ration Book Two. This will mean 
the beginning of ‘“‘point rationing.” Hitherto 
only relatively simple commodities—gaso- 
line, fuel oil, coffee, sugar—have been ra- 
tioned. For these coupons were issued good 
for fixed units of the commodity, and no 
substitutes were available. 

But now the time has come to ration more 
complicated commodities. Therefore “point 
rationing.”” War Ration Book Two will con- 
tain two sets of coupons, one printed in blue 
ink, the other in red. They will be lettered 
and numbered, the numbers representing 
points. The A coupons, good for the first 
week, will be numbered 8, 5, 2 and 1. 

Here is how you will spend this new kind 
of rationing currency: It is probable that 
meat will be one of the commodities rationed 
with the use of War Ration Book Two. Say, 
for example, that a pound of bacon is two 
points. In order to get a pound of bacon 
you will hand your butcher the price in 
money and a coupon numbered 2. A rib 
roast of beef might be, for example, 13 
points. For this you would give the butcher 
coupons numbered 8 and 5, For a porter- 
house steak you may have to surrender all 
your meat coupons for the week. 

War Ration Book Two is for two separate 


commodities. What they will be is a secret

that OPA wants to keep as long as possible 
in order to prevent advance buying for 
hoarding. But the public knows where 
shortages are developing, and so speculation 
is inevitable. The blue coupons may ration 
meats and the red coupons canned goods or 
dairy products. 

After War Ration Book Two will come 
War Ration Book Three and War Ration 
Book Four to cover other vital commodities 
—possibly clothing, shoes, transportation, 
other items of food. 

Before the end of 1943 the householder 
will have learned to treasure his rationing 
currency as even more precious than the 
money he now has in his pocket. Without 
rationing, coupons he may find little that he 
can spend his money for. 

The enormousness of the task of applying 
point rationing in America is difficult to 
realize. In the complicated meat industry, 
for example, thousands of packers, whole- 
salers and retailers must be instructed in 
the system well in advance of its application. 
That means, inevitably, that word of the 
plan leaks out. Hoarders get an opportunity 
to work harm to the whole country although 
in the end they gain little since they are 
required to state supplies on hand when 
applying for a ration card. 

Printing War Ration Book Two has been 
the biggest printing job in the history of 
the country. To save steel the books have 
been pasted rather than stapled together. 
It would have taken enough steel to make 
15,000 Garand rifles if they had been stapled. 
A railroad tank car of paste went to paste 
up the 150 million.books. 


Goods Growing Scarce 
and Earnings Going Up. 


As goods grow scarcer and it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult to buy such things as 
radios, the manufacture of which has entire- 
ly stopped, earnings go up. The estimated 
average wage income per employed industrial 
worker for 1942 is $1766. ‘This compares 
with $1484 for '41 and $1268 for 40. The 
trend still continues upward as hours are 
lengthened with overtime pay. 

The way the farmer’s income is rising is 
even more striking. In 1940 the average net 
income for each person engaged in agricul- 
ture was $527, in '41 it was $742, in '42 an 
estimated $1052. The farmer will have more 
money in his pocket in 1943 than he had 
even in the boom year of 1919 and he, tea, 
will want to spend it. 

Of course, taxes will take more from 
everyone, A general Federal sales tax is @ 
strong probability although, if the Treasury

has its way, Congress will adopt a spending 
tax instead. The latter amounts to rationing 
applied te each individual’s income with a 
heavy tax assessed against all spending above 
a minimum allowance necessary for basic 
living costs. 

Regardless of new taxes adopted to apply 
on 1943 income, millions of Americans will 
pay income tax for the first time and other 
millions will pay more than ever before, The 
number of returns filed increased from 15 
million in 1941 to 27 million in 1942 and 
it will go up again in ’43. 

Advocates of the Ruml pay-as-you-go plan 
insist that hundreds of thousands of taxpay- 
ers will be unable to meet their payment 
next year. The Treasury experts disagree 
and say, besides, if you haven’t the cash you 
can arrange with the Collector of Internal 
Revenue to pay in installments every payday. 


Government Sure to Take 
More, Whatever the Way. 


Along with taxes, there may be forced 
savings. An increasing force within the ad- 
ministration favors a law which would allow 
the Treasury to take out of each income a 
certain percentage to be set aside for return 
after the war. This would be equivalent to 
making the purchase of bonds, on a greatly 
enlarged scale, compulsory and, moreover, 
money that went into forced savings -ac- 
counts could not be spent until a fixed time 
after the.end of the war. 


However it is done, the Government is 
certain to take more of everybody's income 
in 1943. Sixty to 70 per cent of the nation’s 
productive machinery will be making guns, 
tanks, planes and assorted implements of 
death. Byrnes and the men around him are 
acutely aware of the need to mop up surplus 
money that would otherwise be competing 
for the limited supply of civilian goods. 


Repairs and replacements will become in- 
creasingly difficult. .As inventories thin out, 
paring knives, can openers and alarm clocks 
will have to be preserved as the irreplaceable 


relics of a lost era, which, for the duration. 


of the war, they will be. There will be fewer 
skilled workmen. Plumbers, electricians, 
carpenters will be harder to get for the small 
jobs that come up in every house. 


The man power shortage is certain to 
affect a great many American households. 
Manpower Commissioner McNutt must find 
six million more men and women for the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps and for work 
in war industry. Domestic service is one 
important reservoir which must be drawn 
upon. Servants will go into war industries 
and offices. So will odd jobs men and a 
whole host of workers from the service 
trades, Hair dressers are becoming welders 
and riveters in airplane plants. 

More women will go into fields hitherto 
reserved for men. They will be driving 
street cars and busses, working in railway 
shops and garages, at filling stations and as 
bell boys and elevator operators. The num-

As to this opposition, the Chief 
Justice was most tolerant when he 
praised, in these words, Justice 
Brandeis’ adaptation of the com- 
mon law and the Constitution to 
new subjects: 

“It is the fate of those who tread 
ufifamiliar paths to be misunder- 
stood. There were many, when 
Justice Brandeis came to this 
court, who had forgotten or never 
knew, and some perhaps who were 
not interested in knowing, that this 
was the judicial process which, 
throughout the history of the law, 
has in varying degree served to re- 
new its vitality and to continue its 
capacity for growth. It was the 
method of the great judges of the 
past, who had consciously or un- 
consciously practiced the creative 
art by which familiar legal doc- 
trines have been molded to the 
needs of a later day. This is bet- 
ter understood today than it was 
25 years ago. In the fullness of 
time we have seen the shafts of 
criticism which were directed at 
Brandeis the lawyer and judge 
turned harmlessly aside by the 
general recognition of his integ- 
rity of mind and purpose and of 
his judicial wisdom.” 


Occasion of Ceremony. 


The Chief Justice was accepting 
for his associates the resolution of 
commemoration adopted by law- 
yers entitled to practice before the 
Supreme Court. The principal 
speakers in the three-hour services 
were Attorney General Francis 
Biddle, the venerable Senator 
George W. Norris of Nebraska, 
Federal Circuit Judge Calvert Ma- 
gruder, Federal Circuit Judge 
Learned Hand, and Paul A. 
Freund, formerly of St. Louis, now 
a special assistant to the Attorney 
General. Freund, who served Jus- 
tice Brandeis as a law secretary, 
disclosed at the memorial how 
carefully the jurist had prepared 
his opinions. 

It seemed to many listeners that 
Chief Justice Stone, responding to 
the Attorney General’s address, 
was taking unusual pains to state 
for the historical record that Jus- 
tice Brandeis was not a “radical,” 
as had been bitterly charged by 
his opponents years ago, but was 
a constructive interpreter, success- 
ful in closing the gap between the 
law and modern industrial condi- 
tions and at the same time re- 
specting the continuity of prece- 
dents. 


Justice Stone’s Response. 


Parts of the Chief Justice’s re- 
sponse follow: 

“Mr. Attorney General, you are 
right in speaking of Justice Bran- 
deis as a great American. It is 
because he was a great American, 
devoted to the law, using the law- 
yer’s learning with skill, resource- 
fulness and, above all, with wis- 
dom, that he was a great lawyer 
and law giver. We think of him 
as a great American because of 
his abiding faith in the principles 
of liberty, justice and equality of 
opportunity which were proclaimed 
by those characteristically Ameri- 
can documents, the first Virginia 
Bill of Rights, the Declaration of 
Independence, and the Constitu- 
tion.

“Most progress in the law has 
been won by those who have had

make the necessary adjustment of 
old laws to new needs. 


‘New Facts and Events.’ 


“Progress in the law has never 
been easy or swift. Apart from the 
legitimate demand-for continuity 
in a system of law founded on 
precedent, we have sometimes been 
slow to perceive those resem- 
blances which call for the exten- 
sion of all precedents to new 
facts and events, and those differ- 
ences of the new from the old 
which make necessary the qualifi- 
cation of precedent or the develop- 
ment of new doctrine. ... 


“In the long history of the law 
few judges have been so richly 
endowed for such an undertaking 
as was Justice Brandeis. His 
career at the Bar had revealed 
his constant interest in finding 
ways by which the existing ma- 
chinery of the law could continue 
to serve the good order of society 
notwithstanding the new stresses 
to which it was being subjected, 


“Despite. the demands of a busy 
practice he had had the inclina- 
tion and had found the time te 
give freely of his professional serv- 
ices for the protection of the pub- 
lic from the abuses of monopoly 
and the misuse of financial power, 
from the injury suffered where 
labor disputes are not adjusted by 
peaceable means, and from the 
wrongs inflicted by the misconduct 
of recreant public officials. In all 
this his aims were persistently 
constructive. Aware that per 
manent gain is social progress, be- 
cause of its very nature, must be 
slow, he was content with small 
reforms, with few steps at atime, 
and short ones, so long as they 
were forward. 

Brandeis’ Convictions.

“Bread in Lieu of Cake?” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
E are told that the consumption of 
bread has increased by 15 per cent. 
Why? 

An eye-opener is a walk through 
gome of the large grocery stores on 
Saturday night (go before the sweeping 
near closing time). Look at the cauli- 
flower with the decaying brown spots 
shaved off; note the brown creeping 
around the deleted areas of lettuce heads, 
the superannuated piles of broccoli and 
brussels sprouts; the wilted egg plant, 
celery and other vegetables; shudder at 
that large bin of green beans going to 
waste, not waist. Look at the more 
ordinary fruits spoiling; as for the fancy, 
there’s a whole box of “choice” avocados 
unfit to eat. See those bluish fowls? 
Remember the taste of that stewing hen 
that languished too long in its bed of 
half-melted ice? 

Now watch the frozen-salaried “white- 
collared” shoppers, a few with ‘complete 
and balanced assortments, yes, but the 
majority of the baskets containing noth- 
ing more exciting than a few cans of 
foodstuffs, several loaves of bread, oleo, 
a package of hamburger, potatoes, 
canned milk and breakfast foods. 

Now, why don’t they follow the advice 
of the radio ballyhooers to safeguard 
their health and eat more “victory 
foods,” more fresh fruits and vegetables, 
fresh eggs and dairy products? Is the 
public just stubborn enough to choose 
bread instead of cake? With celery and 
lettuce and even broccoli at 25 cents, 
cucumbers, cabbage and carrots at hot- 
house prices, everything sky high and 
yet going to waste, what is wrong? Do 
you marvel at the look of complacency 
on the faces of the shoppers, compla- 
cency or just dull, resigned despair? 

Saturday night the stuff is iced down 
and put out again on Monday at the 
game prices. One grocer told me last 
summer he lost 15 crates of strawberries 
because he could not reduce the price! 
When plain food is plentiful and too 
great a percentage is wasted, yet is 
priced beyond the means of the masses, 
whose fault is it? Does it mean that 
people love bread or that someone has 

the power to force thousands to an in- 

adequate diet? 

It is one thing to sacrifice for our 
soldiers, which we do cheerfully (some 
mothers would starve for their fighting 


sons), quite another to watch food spoil |, 


that should fulfill its purpose—to feed 
hungry families and growing children at 
prices they can afford, rather than 
enrich food czars who manage excessive

IN BEHALF OF FREE RELIGION. 
The United States Supreme Court is true to its 


best traditions in accepting for review lower court 


| decisions from. Dallas and Paris, Tex., sustaining 


municipal ordinances which require permits or oth- 
erwise restrict the distribution of pamphlets and 
handbills on the streets. This means that the Su- 
preme Justices, after a lapse of only six months, will 
reconsider one of their most criticised decisions 
in many years. 

The decision which must now be re-examined is 
the 5-to-4 ruling of last June upholding the licensing 
of distributers of religious tracts published by @ 
minor sect. (This sect—Jehovah’s Witnesses—is ir- 
ritatingly aggressive in its methods, eccentric in 
many of its tenets and intolerant in some of its be- 
liefs, but if the principle of religious freedom is 
not to be upheld with regard to Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
the way is open’for its violation with regard to 
other religions.) Last June’s ruling was sharply at- 
tacked as a violation of freedom of worship. Many 
of its critics also saw in it an invasion of freedom 
of speech and of the press. That it could scarcely 
stand as the law was made clear when its most vig- 
orous opponents included Chief Justice Stone and 
Justices Black, Douglas and Murphy. 

Now that the Supreme Court is to review this 
case there is all the more reason to hope it will 
also reconsider the 1940 flag salute case, which 
held that the School Board in Minersville, Pa., could 
expel children for failing to salute the flag even 
though the act was a violation of religious prin- 
ciples against bowing down “before a graven image,” 
as taught to them by their parents, 

Indeed, the flag salute issue is also back before 
the Supreme Court, although the Justices have not 
yet said whether they will re-examine their decision. 
It is before them through West Virginia’s appeal of 
a three-Judge Federal Court decision voiding a 
statewide flag salute order imposed by the State 
Board of Education. Circuit Judge John J. Parker 
of North Carolina (whom the Senate declined, in 
1930, to confirm as one of Mr. Hoover’s Supreme 
Court appeintees) did not hesitate to oppose flatly 
the Frankfurter opinion in the 1940 flag salute case. 

Judge Parker’s excellent opinion deserves a full 
reading. This quotation, however, will show its 
eminently sound character: 4, 

As fine a ceremony as the flag salute is, it 
can have at most only an indirect influence on 
the national safety; and no clear and present 
tlanger will result to anyone if the children of 
this sect are allowed to refrain from saluting 
because of their conscientious scruples, however 
groundless we may personally think these 


scruples to be. 
It certainly cannot strengthen the Republic, 


or help it in any way, to require persons to 
give a salute which they have conscientious 
scruples against giving, or to deprive them of an 
education because they refuse to give it. As 
was well said by Justice Lehman of New York: 
“The salute of the flag is a gesture of love and 
respect—fine when there is real love and respect 
back of the gesture. The flag is dishonored by 

a salute by a child in reluctant and terrified 

obedience to a command of secular authority 

which clashes with the dictates of conscience.” 

This court will not countenance such tyranny 
but will use the power at its command to see 
that rights guaranteed by the fundamental law - 
are respected. 

The constitutional aspect of Judge Parker’s opin- 
ion which stands out for special attention is his in- 
sistence that there was no “clear and present dan- 
ger” to the Republic—a theme which John Raeburn 
Green of the St. Louis bar stressed in his schol- 
arly article on liberty under the fourteenth amend- 
ment in Washington University Law Quarterly. The 
facts showed no danger to the Republic, and so 
Judge Parker would not allow a danger to be manu- 
factured for the sake of expelling the helpless school 
children. He brought the same test of “danger to 
the Government” which the Supreme Court itself 
applied in the decision freeing Angelo Herndon, Ne- 
gro Communist, from a Georgia chain gang. 

Although the Supreme Court has not yet agreed 
to hear the West Virginia case, the unprecedented 
joint confession last June of Justices Black, Douglas 
and Murphy that they were wrong in the first flag 
salute case suggests that the Frankfurter opinion 
is due for reconsideration. A further reason for 
reconsideration is the fact that the resignation of 
James F. Byrnes leaves the court evenly divided on 
this issue. At the moment, the Frankfurter view 
could obtain no more than a tie vote. 

If this should occur, the decision of the three-, 
Judge Federal court would stand and, ironically 
enough, the liberal opinion of Judge Parker, who 
was kept off the Supreme Court on the /charge 
that he was a reactionary, would prevail over that 
of Justice Frankfurter, who was put on the Supreme 
Court in the belief that he was a liberal. 

All this shows how urgent it ig that President 
Roosevelt choose the successor to former Justice 
Byrnes with greatest care. The circumstances re- 
quire an exceptionally able and high-minded jurist 
who appreciates the responsibility which will be his 
when he tips the scales in 5-to-4 decisions.

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THE “SKY TRUCKS” ARE COMING. 

With the exception of the dashing boys of the 
Buck Rogers and Baron Munchausen school, there 
should be great satisfaction in the news from Wash- 
ington that Andrew J, Higgins, who builds ships in 
jig time, will make “a large number of cargo-carry- 
ing planes” for the Army. The plane he will build, 
known as the C-76, was developed in the St. Louis 
plant of Curtiss-Wright Co., and will be our first 
military craft designed specifically for use as an 
aerial freighter. Our existing transport planes are 
conversions of bomber or passenger designs. 

Instead of being a 500-ton, globe-encircling jug- 
gernaut of the stratosphere, as urged by some of the 
dreamy designers who write so eloquently of doing 
away with sea transport, this plane will be 68 feet 
in length, with a 108-foot wing span and two 1200- 
horsepower motors. Larger “sky trucks” are in the 
process of development, but, wisely enough, we are 
starting out with a model that is neither ultra-con- 
servative nor Buck Rogerish. 
built in some Curtiss-Wright plants with 65 per cent 
of the work subcontracted to the wood industry, 
thus taking some of the load off the fighter and 
bomber construction lines.

Able to carry big loads over medium or short 
distances, and capable of landing on relatively rough 
ground, this C-76 is expected to deliver urgently 
needed supplies of men within whistling distance of 
front lines.

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RUMORS ABOUT THE NEGRO ARE DEBUNKED. 
One of the most persistent rumors circulating in 
this country since the drafting of men for the Army 
began, more than two years ago, related to the Ne- 


groes. It was reported that, because of racial prej- 


udice; draft boards in Southern and border states 
were deliberately trying to keep the number of Ne- 
gro drafted men at a minimum. Another form of 
this report was that an unduly large number of 
Negroes had to be rejected because physical disabil- 
ities were so widely prevalent among them. A varia- 
tion of the story had it that Negroes as a whole 
had little interest in fighting for their country, and 
that relatively few were volunteering for the armed 
services. 

The Office of War Information has done an ad- 
mirable gervice to the causes of truth and national 
unity by making an investigation that brands all 
these reports as untrue, 

Negroes constitute 9.8 per cent of the total popula- 
tion, and make up 10.1 of the men drafted into the 
Army, the OWI finds. Furthermore, 16 per cent 
of the volunteers who entered the Army through 
selective service in 1940-41 were Negroes. 

This piece of research by the OWI should end an 
unpleasant controversy that had disturbing poten- 
tialities. It also attests to the fairness of draft 


boards, and demonstrates the patriotism of the Negro | 


population. The showing on volunteers, almost twice 
the numerical proportion of the group, is sound evi- 
dence that Axis propaganda among the Negroes has 
made no noticeable headway. 

The record is all the more admirable in view of 
the fact that Negroes unfortunately remain subject 
to discrimination in political, economic and other 
fields. The OWI figures indicate that the group 
has accepted the philosophy expressed by Sgt. Joe 
Louis in these words: “There may be a lot of things 
wrong in this country, but Hitler ain’t gonna fix

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ENTER THE GERIATRICIAN. 


Grow old along with me! 
The best is yet to be. 
The last of life, for which the first was made. ... 


Since Robert Browning wrote those lines, in 1864, 


medical science has made such progress that the 
percentage of persons who reach the age of 65 has 
almost doubled. Between 1930 and 1940 alone, the 
number of Americans in the past-65 bracket increased 
from 6,600,000 to nearly 9,000,000. This was an in- 
crease of 35 per cent, while the general population 
increased only a little more than 7 per cent in the 
same decade. 

Yet, according to a study recently issued by the 
Northwestern National Life Insurance Co., these 
older persons’ “health: after 50 has beén improved 
little, if any.” Instead, there has been a steady 
increase in the number of helpless and disabled 
people in ¢his population group. There are about 
18,000,000 men of 45 or older in this country; 14,- 
000,000 of them are now employed, while three- 
fourths of the remainder are unfit to work because 
of ill health or other disability. 

Such a fate is surely not what the poet pictured 
when he wrote that “the best is yet to be.” To 
safeguard the health of the older group is the work 
of a relatively new field in medical science known 
as geriatrics. The science of pediatrics, devoted to 
the health of infants and children, ig far better 
developed. Dr. Walter B, Cannon of Harvard Medical 
School said more than a year ago, in an address 
reprinted on this page at the time, that “almost 
none of the most prominent disorders of senescence 
is understood.” : 

The geriatrician’s function would be to guide 
older persons in diets and other health essen- 
tials, and thus to prolong their vigor and happiness. 
“Normal aging need not be deterioration,” says the 
insurance company’s study, 

It would be a great gain for the nation’s man 
power supply if the skilled, responsible workers now 
forced out by illness could be enabled to carry on 
by widespread application of geriatrics. The cost 
of old-age pensions, an increasing responsibility all 
over the country, would be reduced if the health 
level of the older generation were improved.

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TWO MYSTERIES OF THE WAR. 


Barnet Nover, in his column the other day, asked: 
“Why didn’t Hitler invade England in June, 1940?” 
and went on to say that his failure to do so is one 
of the “great mysteries of the war.” There has been 
a good deal of argument on that question, with honors 
about evenly divided among the armchair strategists. 
After the war is over, there, probably will be book 
after book on that very topic. 

Meanwhile, there is another Hitler error, not so 
much discussed, but which some military men assert 
was an even greater mistake on Hitler’s part: Why 
didn’t Hitler invade Syria last July when he had the 
British pushed back almost to the gates of Alex- 
andria and the vital Suez Canal lay not so far from 
Marshal Rommel? To be sure, the British had troops 
and armored equipment in Syria and Palestine but, 
when Rommel menaced the canal, most of the 
armored equipment and many of the men had to 
be shuttled down to the Suez area, The sparsely- 
settled terrain of Syria offered a better chance 
for airplanes and gliders to land than did Britain. 
Crete and the Dodecanese Islands offered naval and 
air bases. The Italian Navy, aided by Nazi air 
power, should have been able to afford a convoy of 
considerable protection. 

With the Mosul and Anglo-Iranian oil in his pos- 
session and the British caught between two forces, 
Hitler should have had an excellent chance to make 
himself master of the Mediterranean area, Now, with 
United Nations’ forces in North Africa, Rommel’s 
once vicious fighting machine badly defeated and 
Italy being heavily bombed, Hitler hag little more 
chance of taking over the Mediterranean than he has 
of successfully invading Britain. 
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Mark Twain died too soon. What a rollicking 


chapter he could have added to “Life on the Mis- 
sissippi” if he had known that future voyagers 
there might encounter @ real submarine around 
the next bend!

LONDON (By Wireless). 


ISCUSSION of the Beveridge report has 
D taken an almost equal status with dis- 

cussion of the North African situation. 
Broadly speaking, the reception of the re- 
port has been overwhelmingly favorable. 
None of the papers of the extreme Right 
ventured to attack the report, while those of 
the Center and the Left were favorable, 
even enthusiastic. 

In Commons, there has been general rec- 
ognition that it will be difficult for the 
Government to reject the report. Such 
trade union opinion as I have heard warm- 
ly approves the report. A test poll of 700 
ordinary working-class people picked at 
random disclosed 623 were in favor of im- 
mediate action on its lines, and of the re- 
maining 77, only 29 were hostile. No one 
reading the correspondence flowing into 
newspaper offices can doubt that this is a 
pretty accurate reflection of general opin- 
ion. 

It is, of course, too early to predict the 
fate ef the report. Neither the Labor party 
nor the Trades Union Council has officially 
expressed an opinion, and the Government 
naturally is not likely to announce any de- 
cisions until well into the new year, when 
departments have had ample time to ex- 
amine the proposals. 


Insurance Firms Are Opposed. 


In addition to the opposition of the im- 
mensely strong insurance companies, the 
older and more vocal members of the medi- 
cal profession oppose the report because 
it implies creation of a state medical serv- 
ice. Omnipresent, too, is the sense that the 
central principles of the report are diffi- 
cult to reconcile with the traditional habits 
of capitalism. 


The wage-earner would be really safe- 
guarded from the worst forms of want if 
the report were accepted, and to maintain 
the financial soundness of the scheme would 
require large-scale reorganization of a num- 
ber of industries simply because a period 
of mass unemployment like that of the 
Great Depression would make havoc of the 
report’s main assumption. 


It is also clear that the safeguards the 
report offers workers go far toward ending 
the tyranny of the employer in the work- 
shop, while almost certainly requiring in- 
creased wages in the lower-paid industries. 


It is, at any rate, certain that publica- 
tion of the report marks an epoch in our 
domestic politics, From now on, the bat- 
tle on the nature of the reconstruction has 
been joined. I suspect that the Cabinet 
will do two things. 


Fears Delay by Cabinet. 


It will, first, play for tim raising 
general principles of the peoun hed on Se 
for as long as it can to postpone translat- 
ing its principles into legislation. 

Second, while accepting the genera] prin- 
ciples, it will alter this and that detail in 
the practical proposals it makes until, if 
any concrete scheme emerges before hostil- 
ities cease, it will be a scheme whose pa- 
ternity none will be more anxious to disown 
than Sir William Beveridge.

Office of War Information had not’ 
been made to France all this time 
simply because Darlan, or some 
other local persons, raised objec- 
tions to American propaganda be- 
ing broadcast to the French peo- 
ple. 

Such a thing can only be de- 
scribed as incredible. Did our 
American forces occupy Algeria, or 
did they not? It would be folly 
for Americans to think we can 
defeat Hitlerism in Europe by the 
use of military weapons alone. 
Nazi spokesmen and Vidkun Quis- 
ling were on the air in Oslo two 
hours after German troops 
marched in. American broadcasts 
should have been going out to all 
the French people within two 
hours after American troops en- 
tered Algeria. Whether Darlan was 
pleased or not had nothing what- 
ever to do with the fulfillment of 
a first-essential of modern warfare. 


Radio a Weapon. 

The real blitzkrieg experts con- 
sider the radio as a first-line of- 
fensive weapon and use it as such. 
If the British-American armies are 
to invade Europe successfully, our 
leaders must know how to out-blitz 
the Nazi blitzkriegers. That can 
never be done if we leave powerful 
radio stations idle (so far as Amer- 
ican-prepaerd propaganda is con- 
cerned) for the first two or three 
weeks of a vital campaign: 

In Algiers, Americans lost their 
one great opportunity to put their 
case to the French people over the 
air, By the time OWI broadcasts 
finally began to go out from Al- 
giers, the-Germans had ordered 
confiscation of most radios in 
Vichy France. 

Neutral Europeans have been 
baffled by the way the political 
side of the Allied occupation has 
been handled. The Russians were 
frankly dismayed by Darlan’s 
emergence as supreme French of- 
ficial in North Africa, Already the 
incident has cost us dearly with 
the Russian leaders. They asked 
themselves: If the Americans 
make such a deal today, won’t they 
be capable of making a deal to- 
morrow with Mussolini, and the 
day after with Goering or Himm- 
ler? 

Lessons Will Help. 

These observations are all point- 
ed to one thing, the importance of 
having a precise propaganda and 
political program whenever the Al- 
lied armed forces invade the Eu- 
ropean continent. Liberation of 
the enslaved European countries 
cannot be uniquely a military op- 
eration. Liberation must be a psy- 
chological operation as well, and 
Americans and British must be 
prepared to re-establish local gov- 
ernment, and then national govern- 
ments, as their troops fight their 


way ahead. 

In all probability, our forces 
have been learning some valuable 
military lessons in North Africa; 
and undoubtedly they have been 
paying a certain price for them.

Mohammed Ali Jinnah Is Called 
Second to Gandhi in Influence 


Strange Contrast in Leaders—President of 
Moslem League Is a Man of Great Wealth 
—Wants Own Nation for Followers.

UT, of the welter of Indian politics a man well known here but 
not so widely known internationally hag come to the front in the 
person of Mohammed Ali Jinnah, president of the Moslem League. 
In his own way he is as strange as Gandhi, Where Gandhi appeals 


to the masses by living an ascetic life of poverty, Jinnah appeals to 
his own followers as a man of wealth, a great leader—and lately as 


a religious figure. 


Where Gandhi lives in a mud, brick and thatch 


hut at Sevagram, Jinnah has maintained himself ag a wealthy lawyer. 


In Bombay he has a house which 

Jinnah, although a political fig- 
ure in India even before Gandhi 
came here from South Africa, 
nevertheless was a second-stringer 
ugtil about the time World War 
II began. Now perhaps in all In- 
dia his only superior in influence 
is the imprisoned Gandhi. 


Challenged Gandhi Claim. 

His phenomenal rise is one of 
India’s political 
years Gandhi had claimed, as lead- 
er of the All India: Congress, to 
speak not only for the 275 million 
Hindus, but as well for the 90 mil- 
lion Moslems. Jinnah contested the 
claim. Moslems, he insisted, were 
a nation apart. But politically he 
couldn’t make his claim sound im- 
pressive until about 1937. Then 
Congress candidates were elevated 
to power in eight of the 11 Indian 
provinces, which cover most of In- 
dia. 

Congress leaders deny it, but Jin- 
nah insisted that under these Con- 
gress Ministries injustice was done 
to the Moslem minorities. That 
lasted two years. Fighting it, Jin- 
nah’s stock rose. 

Then war came. The Congress 
withdrew from participation in the 
Government as a protest against 
Britain throwing India into the 
war, as they said, “without con- 
sent of the Indians.” As the Con- 
gress drifted farther away from 
the British, the Moslems appeared 
to draw closer. British officials 
began speaking of them as “loyal.” 

Jinnah said that because the 
Congress caused the most trouble 
the British made them the fattest 
offers. Moslems, although con- 
tributing the lion’s share of In- 
dia’s fighting forces, were passed 
by, he said. 

Insistent on Pakistan. 

Now, he is against almost ev- 
erybody. He says if the English 
attempt further to pacify the Con- 
gress by offers of power, they will 
have Moslem trouble on _ their 
hands. 

Jinnah doesn’t want American 
intervention, because he suspects 
Americans sympathize with the 
Gandhi viewpoigt for a united in- 
dependent India. He wants the 
Moslem territories separated into 
what he calls Pakiston, and will 
hear of no plans for any Indian 
wartime perenpene that doesn’t 
concede that. - 

India is roughly a huge trian- 
gle standing on its southern point. 
Jinnah would cut off the two up- 
per points and make them Mos- 
lem states. One on the northeast 
includes Bengal, Calcutta and the 
entire frontier border of Burma. 
On the northwest, the other cor- 
ner includes Afghanistan and Per- 
sia. 
These two, he says, should be 
connected by a corridor hundreds 
of miles across Northern India 
where Moslem populations range 
all the way from majorities to 
minorities.

He is 66 years old, slender, with 
a mop of gray hair combed 
straight back.

Once Gandhi’s Friend. 

He entered politics in 1906. Ten 
years later, when Gandhi came to 
India, Jinnah was a wealthy law- 
yer and head of the Home Rule 
League, one of the strongest po- 
litical organizations in India. Jin- 
nah gave Gandhi his first job, 
helping to work him in as presi- 
dent of the Home Rule League. 
Jinnah remained head of the Bom- 
bay division, the largest. 

In no time Gandhi had stepped 
into leadership of the Congress on 
which he imposed his doctrine of 
non-violence and launched the first 
civil disobedience campaign in 
1920-1921, Jinnah opposed it. 

In this post-World War I period 
came events which many believe 
turned the tide of India toward 
all-out independence. India had 
contributed handsomely toward 
the world war effort and had ex- 
pected those contributions to im- 
prove their hopes of independence. 
Instead came disappointment 
coupled with enactment of the 
hated Rowlatt bill which gave the 
Government power by executive 
order to abolish freedom of speech 
and even take life. 

There was a prot 
against the Rowlatt bill in Amrit- 
sar at Jallian Wala Bagh. Fifteen 
thousand Indians attended. Gen. 
Dyer, in command of the military 
district, arrived with a machine 
gun unit, which fired on the crowd 
after it failed to disperse, Men, 
women and children were killed 
and the affair has embittered In- 
dians of all sects to this day. Many 
British officials consider it one of 
the blackest marks of their Indian 
experience,

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Best Passport 
In China: I Am 
An American 


Army Guidebook 
Warns That Girls 
Will Be Insulted If 
Touched. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26 (AP). 


HE best passport anyone can 
T neve in China is to say, “I am 

an American soldier,” the War 
Department advises in a new 
guidebook for troops made public 
today. 

The way to say it in Chinese, a 
phonetic glossary adds, is “Waw-uh 
sher! May-ay gwaw bing.” 

The book emphasizes that Am- 
ericans who look down on persons 
of other races are support- 
ing the propaganda of the Jap- 
anese, who ask; “Why fight for the 
white man?” 

Other advice: " 

“Never slap a Chinese on the 
back; they don’t like it a bit. 

“The ‘face’ about which you hear 
so much means only self-respect. 
As for ‘squeeze,’ that is a custom 
of the country, and when the ‘boy’ 
who renders you a real service 
adds five or ten per cent to the 
cost, you still are getting your 
money’s worth. 

“Be certain that germs have 
been boiled out of any food you eat 
or water you drink, 

“Remember that in China the at- 
titude toward women is different 
from ours in America. ... There 
are Chinese girls in cabarets and 
places of amusement who may be 
used to free and easy ways but 
the average Chinese girl will be 
insulted if you touch her, or will 
take you more seriously than you 
probably want to be taken, A mis- 
take in this may cause a lot of 
trouble.” 

The guide also offers advice on 
how to spot a Japanese who may 
try to represent himself as Chi- 
nese: 

“The Jap will be short, squat, 
with almost no waistline; his skin 
lemon-yellow, his whiskers fairly 
heavy, his eyes slanted toward his 
nose, There will usually be a wide, 
calloused space between his first 
and second toes where a thong ran 
to bind his sandals before he be- 
gan to wear army shoes.

Other Names to Fore. 


Other names, notably that ot 
Gen, Gregori Zhukov, who suc- 
ceeded Timoshenko as First Dep- 
uty People’s Commissar for De- 
fense in August; Ben. Boris Sha- 
poshnikov, army chief of staff and 
reputed to be the master strate- 
gist of Russia; Col. Gen. N. F. Va- 
tutin, directing the present Don 
offensive, and Lieut.

Indication of Diesvase.

But the circumstances 
under which Timoshenko went into 
eclipse raised doubts regarding a 
comeback, 

For Timoskenko was in charge 
of the defense of Rostov and Ros- 
tov was seized by the Germans 
during the last week of July, 1942. 
Stalin evidently believed that Ros- 
tov was not defended as fiercely 
and as long as it could and should 
have been, for in the orders to hold 
Stalingrad the defenders were spe-

Even if the Russian offensives 
at Stalingrad and the Don do not 
inflict as heavy blows on the Ger- 
mans as now seems possible, Hit- 
ler’s defiance of the advice of his 
generals to withdraw the Axis 
forces from the Caucasus and take 
a defensive position already ap- 
pears to have been a highly haz 
ardous act. Nor can Hitler’s de- 
cision to fight Russia in June, 
1941, be considered an act of mili- 
tary genius in the light of Ger- 
man gains and losses to date. That 
decision was Hitler’s, too. 
Rommel’s Eclipse. 

The African desert has broken 
as well as made reputations this 
year. Early in 1942 Gen. Sir Har- 
old Alexander had the unpleasant 
task of withdrawing from Burma. 
Considering the odds in the way 
of men and materials, Alexander's 
generalship in Burma was credita- 
ble; but reputations are seldom 
made by withdrawals, as German 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel no 
doubt would admit. Earlier in the 
year Rommel was considered by 
many the most brilliant General 
produced by the war and there 
were wisecracks about the desir- 
ability of trying to get him on our 
side by offering him an increase in 
pay. Today nobody in the United 
Nations cares about recruiting 
Rommel, because Gen. Alexander 
and Gen. Sir Bernard Montgomery 
have proven themselves more than 
Rommel’s match. 

American generals have yet to 
stage sufficient battles in this war 
to make or break their ae A 
reputations, but Gen. Dwight El- 
senhower’s occupation of North 
Africa proved to be an exception- 
ally able piece of military and na- 
val organization and timing. 

Gen. Sir Archibald Wavell :less 
than two weeks ago began opera- 
tions in Burma which it is hoped 
wil] add to the military stature of 
that scholarly student of generals 
and generalships. Wavell accom- 
plished much with pathetically 
small forces in Libya nearly two 
years ago. He now has under his 
command, Indian, British and some 
picked Chinese forces estimated to 
number a million men. Many of 
them must be used for the defense 
of India against Japan and to pre- 
serve order in a time of political 
ferment, but it is hoped that in 
the coming weeks Wavell’s land 
and air forces may press the Japa- 
nese so hard that they will be 
driven out of Burma. China is ex- 
pected to hit the Japanese from 
yet another angle. 
Wavell’s ostensible immediate 
objective is Akyab in Burma, 
which would afford an excellent 
air field from which to attack the 
port of Rangoon and vital Japa- 
nese positions in the interior of 
Burma. Elimination of the Japa- 
nese from Akyab would also make 
bombing of Calcutta and other In- 
dian industrial areas more diffi- 
cult, 


Blow in Sumatra. 


During the last week, British 
naval aircraft attacked Sabang at 
the northern end of Sumatra in 
the Dutch East Indies. This was 
the first blow struck against the 
(Japanese in that area since they 
completed occupation of the island 
March 27: The struggle against 
the Japanese in New Guinea by 
American and Australian troops 
pursued its necessarily slow and 
costly course as the enemy fought 
desperately to “save face” as well 
as hold a strategically valuable 
position. The American position 
in Guadalcanal was improved dur- 
ing last week. 

American and British air crews 
staged some very formidable raids 
over the German port and indus- 
trial city of Duisburg and over po- 
sitions in German-occupied Europe, 
including France.

HERITAGE OF WOODROW WILSON 


HE fame of Woodrow Wilson 
T is still unsettled in the Amer- 
ican tradition, and not we, but 
at the earliest our successors, will 
know his story. There is nothing 
unusual in that. Justice Holmes, 
who fought under Lincoln, used to 
say that not until 20 years after 
the war had ended, when at last 
it was certain that the Unior had 
in fact been preserved, and when 
we had read the Lincoln papers, 
did he realize that Lincoln was a 
great man. How, then, can we 
hope now to appraise Wilson— 
when the great struggle of the 
twentieth century is still undecided, 
now when the work which he be- 
gan, of finding the true place of 


of mankind, is still in its first be- 
ginnings? 

Yét whatever the verdict of his- 
tory, of one thing we may be sure: 
the fame of Wilson is bound up 
with our own fate, and what Amer- 
icans think of him in the years. to 
come will hang upon whether we 
win or lose, succeed or fail. Wash- 
ington would not be revered as 
the father of his country if those 
who followed him had not made a 
nation which could look back to 
him with reverence, and Lincoln 
would nat be in glory if the Union 
which he maintained had not flour- 
ished. Thus we cannot appraise 
Woodrow Wilson. But we must in- 
stead regard him, though dead, as 
our contemporary, and think of 
him as a general who lost a battle 
but not the war, and seek humbly 
to learn from his experience. 

This is not easy. For we are too 
close to the enormous event to 
measure it clearly, but we can try 
to find a few bits and pieces, per- 
haps, of the truth.

Left Divided Country. 
OODROW WILSON left be- 
¥ hind him a country, which 
was divided between those who 
swore by him as a prophet 
and those who firmly believed that 
his ideals were a threat to the in- 
tegrity and independence of the 
country. Was this controversy 
which wracked us and paralyzed 
us for a generation a real and 
irreconcilable issue? I venture to 
think it was not, and that it arose 
originally from the fact that Wil- 
son chose mistakenly to state his 
war aims in the language of a 
philanthropic crusade. He told the 
people what they ought to fight 
for, but he shrank from telling 
them prosaically why in fact they 

were compelled to fight. 

Though in reality we went to 
war in 1917 because the vital secur- 
ity of the Western Hemisphere 
was threatened by the imminent 
collapse of France and the sub- 
marine blockade of Great Britain, 
he never made this clear. As a 
result Americans never understood 
why they went to war when they 
did go: thus a whole generation 
never really understood our vic- 
tory because they did ‘not realize 
the peril it had averted. Not real- 
izing the peril, the reason for a 
league to prevent war was not 
clear, and the League was present- 
ed to them not as a measure of 
vital interest to American security 
but as an irrational duty to “inter- 
vene” in the irrelevant wars of 


foreign nations.

SECOND grievous error which 

Wilson made was in failing to 
make agreements with the Allies 
prior to the Armistice. He thought 
that by announcing his own prin- 
ciples of settlement on the great 
disputed boundary questions, and 
then by obtaining a surrender from 
the enemy on those terms, that his 
own terms would be generally 
binding. They were not. For in 
not consulting the Allies, in not ne- 
gotiating agreements with them, 
in not talking to them and with 
them but in talking over the heads 
of governments to the anonymous 
masses of the peoples everywhere, 
he ran into difficulties at the Paris 
conference which he was never able. 
to surmount. 

These difficulties led him to a 
third mistake which proved, I 
think, to be the final and fatal 
mistake.

Wilson’s Biggest Error. 
IS task at Paris was to bring 
about a European settlement 
which could be maintained and 
peaceably modified with .moderate 
and occasional, not a great and 
continuous, American intervention 
as a member of the League of Na- 
tions. To accomplish this he need- 
ed a settlement of European ques- 
tions which rested largely on con- 
sent and at that time—the ,situa- 
tion today is perhaps radically dif- 
ferent—a_ settlement by consent 
depended upon fixing terms for 
Germany which were workable and 
were morally unassailable because 
they were in aceord with the en- 
gagements made in the Armistice. 
But as it transpired that unwork- 
able terms, especially in the matter 
of reparations, were going to be de- 
manded, and that the moral obliga- 
tions of the Armistice were to be 
broken, Wilson made the immense 
miscalculation of thinking that if he 
could get the League, the vices of 
the settlement could eventually be 
cured. Because he thought this, he 
agreed to the vices of the treaty in 
return for European acceptance of 
the League, having failed to see 
that he should have done just the 
opposite—namely, to insist that a 
better and more loyal treaty was 
the condition upon which America 
could participate in the League,

Chins .Up in Hollywood 


No Grumbling Among Headliners Over New Way of Life—'Stars Real Troupers'

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 26. 


USTERITIES — Which is Brit- 
Am for taking, chins up, what 

you can get, and liking it— 
now have come to Hollywood and 
the town is taking the new order 
well, Extravagance has_ gone, 
glamor is no longer on parade 
and life, if not exactly Spartan, 
has taken on a simpler aspect. 
Not the outward show but the 
everyday business of making shows 
for the world goes on, almost as 
usual. 


The hardest thing, perhaps, is 
getting around. Hollywood is 
some 20 studios sprayed over a 
couple of counties in an area of 
482 square miles. Few even of the 
oldest inhabitants have seen them 
all and still fewer would know how 
to get to them. Shake out a hand- 
ful of marbles from a sdck into an 
acre of cactus-strewn desert and 
you get the general idea. They’re 
not all on bus or street car lines, 
either. To visit three or four of 
them in a string is a good day’s 
work and if you haven't spent all 
your week’s A quota of gas, then 
you’re the white-headed child of 
fortune. 


Rationing hasn't hit the town 
hard yet. Everyone had the wits 
to fill up his tank before it began 
and cars will be going along with 
that head start for a few weeks 
more to come—if they haven't too 
far to go to work. And then— 
well, that’s the big question mark, 
For Hollywood is the most spread- 
out industrial town in the world, 
Over 50 per cent of its workers 
live more than 10 miles from 
studios. That’s just working out 
the average. A studio may be 
bursting with players, technicians 
and extras one day and the next it 
will be empty, save for the skele- 
ton staff, with the crowd either 
out of work or else working at 
some other studio 20 miles away. 


A studio manager pointed out 
a huge map on his wall. It was 
stuck all over with pins. He, two 
traffic experts and a lawyer had 
been working over it for a week of 
sleepless nights. 


“We’re doing our best,” he said, 
“but we just can’t stagger hours. 
Fewer than half our people come 
in by bus or car. Hair dressers 
and wardrobe people come in at 6. 
Most of them have to leave after 
7, when they’ve got the wigs and 
clothes ready for the next day. 
We work all around the clock. 
Most stars live way out on ranches 
a good 20 miles off. And they've 
got to come in for makeup by 7 
a. m.” 


“Any bright side to all that?” 
we asked. 


“Sure. It’s that nobody grumbles. 
All the real working stars are good 
troupers. They were brought up 
in day coaches, doing one-night 
stands, and eating what they could 
get on the fly.”

N an.early morning survey we 
() arittea into Paramount and 

found three huge busses filling 
up at 6:30. Claudette Colbert, all 
wrapped up against the frost, was 
piling in with the players and ex- 
tras. All in good humor, too. The 
spirit was picnicky, we thought. 
An actor who owned a small poul- 
try farm which would have beena 
mint in the current egg shortage, 
if only the hens laid more, an- 
nounced that he had hard-boiled 
eggs, two for everybody in the 
gang, and he was wildly cheered. 
He had just hurried up in the nick 
of time, with five passengers, in a 
rattletrap flivver that had belonged 
to his Jap gardener. 

Half the troupe, a few months 
ago, would have gone out to loca- 
tion in their own glittering cars, 
driven by chauffeurs.

There weren't enough busses to 
go around, and at the next gate 
trucks were slapping out into the 
mist, laden with extras sitting on 
plank cross-seats. It was probably 
no more uncomfortable than the 
hayrides back in the Middle West, 
but it was quite a change for Hol-

work, which meant the transporta- 
tion of hundreds of ,workers and 
players to points as far as Idaho 
and the Sierra of Northern Cali- 
fornia, is almost completely out. 
Movies are now made nearer home, 
Buildings are being razed on stu- 
dio lots, the earth is graded to 
prairie flatness, sycamores and 
lone pines are planted, and streets 
of false-front Western buildings. 
Gigantic cliffs and canyons of 
papier-mache, looking quite the 
real thing, are put up in odd cor- 
ners. If a rival studio needs any- 
thing like that, it is bowed in with 
a welcome, and make yourself at 
home, 

“Listen,” a producer told us, “the 
longer you stay with movies, the 
more you'll know they’re the same 
thing. Twenty-five years ago I 
made a war film. We didn’t have 
enough uniform pants to go 
around, so we fought the battle be- 
hind a three-foot hedge, Well, sir, 
that’s what we did last week!" 

No longer can Hollywood get 
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spangles and beads. Human hair 
for wigs no longer is procurable 
from China and Austria. Latex is 
out for trick make-up, Khaki cloth 
is unprocurable. 
ers and swordsmiths have all gone 
to war. So have half the leading 
men and male stars, and two-thirds 
of the male extras. The supply 
of cosmetics is running short, and 
film is soon to be rationed. 


The greatest change, though, is 
in sets. Time was when a pro- 
ducer could build a Rome, or a 
staircase fit for Versailles, at the 
cost of a fortune. But under the 
severe Government edict, the sets 
for any one picture must cost no 
more than $5000 for new mate- 
rials. But the producers get along 
somehow. Hollywood has ten mil- 
lion dollars worth of old material 
that can be used over again, and 
a set, after a bit of touching up 
each time, may be good for five 
pictures straight. And the miracle 
of plastic helps. Taut, old sack- 
ing sprayed over with plasticine 
from guns will give you an an- 
tique Chinese wall, a subway en- 
trance, or a close-up of a trans- 
port, at not much more than the 
cost of a new chicken-house, 


It reminds you of the verse of 
the Elizabethan actor, Burbadge: 
“Two swords eked a scrimmage 

out, 
Ten extras made a battle rout, 
And the throne of Denmark 


Was a chair — when Burbadge 


played.”

O far, Hollywood and the ad- 
S joining communities have ex- 

perienced little or no drop in 
business since “austerities” came 
in. The region hasn’t had a black- 
out in months. Dimouts were a 
handicap at first, many stayed 
home, and expected to stay home 
for the duration, Then came the 
inevitable psychological reaction. 
An abnormal condition endured in 
soon becomes normal, And every- 
body, more or less, went out again. 
After all, a town that lives by 
movie-making has to see a lot of 
movies. And since the movie de- 
mand the world over, or the Allied 
world, at any rate, is on the up- 
and-up, the theaters are pretty 
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full. So are the shops. Every night 
is the maid’s night out now. The 
butlers, cooks, maids and other 
domestic help have gone either into 
the armed forces or the defense 
work plants. 


A few stars have been able to 
retain their help. Some, after 
vainly offering $200 a month and 
board to couples, gave up the quest 
and resignedly gave themselves up 
to the prospect of sweeping their 
own rooms and shirring thelr own 
eggs. They've done it before, they 
say, and they can do it again. 

It is the economic changes that 
have been the most sweeping. Pic- 
tures haven’t changed much. There 
are more war films, of course, but 
no more than before we entered 
the conflict. Every time there is 
a great battle or a headline ex- 
ploit, 10 or 12 announcements are 
made instantly that it will be 
filmed. Usually nothing happens. 
Nobody wants to see too many war 
pictures, And, after all, there are 
the documentary films and news- 
reels. Studios also hesitate about 
spending a million or so on a war 
film, which may have to be ushered 
into a world at peace, when it will 
be’neither welcome nor profitable. 

With the first of January, the 
limiting of salaries to the net of 
$25,000 goes into effect, and even 
those of. prophetic utterance hesi- 
tate to say exactly what will hap- 


pen, For a while a condition of . 


chaos will prevail. Most stars 
themselves are not sure what they 
will do. They are actors or ac- 
tresses, not lawyers. It may be 
said that the impact on all those 
in the higher brackets is terrific, 
almost stunning. 

Take any one of the 30 top 
stars. He will have a home in a 
fashionable countryside, a staff of 
servants, two or three cars, a man- 
ager, a publicist, relatives to as- 
sist, obligations to meet and a rea- 
sonably opulent front to maintain. 
If he is dependent on a film sal- 
ary, then he will have to support 
all this pyramid on $25,000 a year, 
which is manifestly tmpossible. 

Stars have been known to make 
as high as $8000 or $10,000 a week, 
a sum justified by the gross re- 
turned by their films, which might 
have earned little but for their 
names. In 10 weeks or so at this 
rate, they would either have to 


cease working, for their net Hmit’ 


would be reached, or they could 


keep on working for nothing, turn- 
ing in all their earnings to the 
Government, 

A few may keep on acting with- 
out pay, because they would rather 
act than not, or feel it would pay 
them to keep before the public. 
Some will decline because they feel 
they are at the apogee of their 
fame and, since the decline must 
set in, they may as well give up 
now and go in for something else. 
Obviously, the Government, which 
drew heavily in taxation from 
their revenues, will be the loser.

AD the salary ceiling been 
H ciampea on a year or 80 ago, 

the players would have formed 
companies and produced on their 
own. But the manufacture of 
equipment has been banned, no 
new studios can be built and young 
corporations which must build up 
a backlog will find taxes high. 
Many will yet venture it, for there 
are nearly 60 top players and more 
than half as many directors who 
earn upwards of $150,000 annual- 
ly, and these will be quite willing 
to undergo the risk. No player 
with.a “name value” of four or 
five million dollars to a studio 
looks with equanimity upon the 
prospect of going into seclusion for 
the greater part of the year, while 
other and younger players are go- 
ing up into stardom. 


The executive head of one large 
studio drew up the other day a list 
of six names that, he said, would 
be the most powerful boxoffice 
attractions in 1943. One, Alan 
Ladd, was a recently made star, 
one a leading comedienne, and the 
others are still largely unknown to 
movie fans. The vast machinery 
of exploitation will soon turn to 
make them widely known. If they 
become famous and top earners by 
the end of 1943, will they have to 
step out in 19447 


Hollywood doesn’t know. It isn’t 
hunting troubles so far ahead, for 
it has plenty to cope with it at the 
present moment. Meanwhile, all 
the world wants shows. Every 
American ship on the seven 
has its quota of films. Some of 
these will march into emancipated 
lands with the conquering troops, 
and the inhabitants will greet once 
more their long-lost favorites, So 
Hollywood goes ahead making 
films, for it wasn’t made for any-

TROY, Mo., Dec. 26. 
OU may have athiete’s heart 
Y from unaccustomed walking, 
and nerves from riding the 
hand-packed busses and the clang- 
clang cars, but your plight is puny 
compared to that of Mrs, Emma 

B. Riddle, a Justice of the Peace 
here, whose dealings in short-order 
matrimony have slumped to a rec- 
ord low since gasoline rationing 
thinned traffic on the highways. 

“They haven't been comin’ very 
lively here lately,” according to 
“Marryin’ Emma,” a buxom, moth- 
erly woman of 58 years and 209 
pounds whose gold-rimmed glasses 
add roundness to her chubby face. 
“I was averagin’ $100 a month 
through the summer and it was 
nothin’ to have five or six wed- 
din’s of a Sunday. But here late- 
ly—” she gives her head a shake 
that loosens careful corrugations 
in her close-cropped hair, “why, 
there hasn’t been over five or six 
this month.” 

This reaching of the long arm of 
Armageddon into the simple life of 
Mrs. Riddle strikes a blow at sen- 
timent ag well as savings. “I get 
a lot of thrill out of marryin’ 
folks,” she explains. “Some people 
just thinks it’s turrible. The Chris- 
tian minister here does. I remem- 
ber one time not long ago I mar- 
ried a couple and they were goin’ 
to drive around the town in a car 
with tin cans all over it and a sign 
on the back. ‘C’mon, Mrs, Riddle,’ 
they said, ‘and take a ride with 
us. And wouldn’t you know?” 
she laughs gleefully, “first person 
we run into was the Christian 
preacher!” 

Few of sleepy, churchy Troy’s 
2000 citizens - have looked with 
sacerdotal scorn on Mrs. Riddle’s 
modest marriage emporium, a.gin- 
gerbread bungalow just three con- 
venient blocks from the Lincoln 
County courthouse. 

“A mighty fine lady and an old 
Trojan, born and. bred,” is the 
answer to your question at Penn's 
Cafe on Main street. “Folks was 
mighty glad to see her get elected 
last November, her a _ widow- 
woman and all.” 

“Miss Emma’s mighty good to 
that boy shé@s reared,” Photog-

And in the Bessie Mae Shop, its 
window trimmed with cotton 
“snow” strung on twine, “She took 
hold right handy when Mr. Riddle 
died last winter. She’s always been 
one for thinkin’ her own way 
through a thing.” 

Mrs. Riddle had her way pretty 
well thought through the mar- 
riage business that continued to 
boom after her husband passed 
away in January. As she describes 
it: 

“The other J. P.—A. T. Norton 
—lives 15 or 20 blocks, anyway 
half a mile, out of town, and don’t 
want the business anyway. I turn 
the criminal cases over to him. He 
don't like marryin’, I don’t like 
criminal cases, so we just gen- 
erally swap it out. 

“Now take the County Recorder, 
J. D. Hardesty. He’s an older 
fella, and his mother—she’s about 
90—lives with him, so he don’t 
like to get up nights to issue li- 
censes.

utive Hardesty wag her late hus- 
band’s steprbrother, “and _ there 
wasn't no love lost between the 
two, though he’s been right nice 
to me.” She looks happily, how- 
ever, for more co-operation from 
the newly elected recorder and 
county clerk, a gregarious auction- 
eer named Dick La Rue. 


Mrs. Riddle moves on up sloping 
Main street toward the knoll-riding 
courthouse, a dignified, 1870 struc- 
ture of leg-o-mutton architecture. 
“Yes,” she muses, breathing 
heavily with the climb, “La Rue 
says he'll co-operate, He'll prob- 
ably keep Charlie Huckstep in, too. 
But what good will that do me if 
they don’t start comin’ again?” 

Couples from 8st. Louis who 
wished to marry in haste and re- 
pent in secrecy, and others from 
Illinois who wanted to avoid the 
State’s stringent law calling for 
medical examination of the mar- 
riage-minded, first started coming 
to Troy in profitable numbers 
when M. P. Riddle became a jus- 
tice of the peace by appointment 
seven years ago, filling an unex- 
pired term. 

“They told him there was $600 
a year in it,” Mrs. Riddle remem- 
bers. “Why, we got so it was run- 
nin’ right around $125 to $150 a 


month.” 
\ enterprise into a modest bo- 

nanza. Word got around, as 
business cards advertised, that 
a pair of Cupid-conquered love 
birds could “Marry Quietly and 
Secretly in Troy,” and _ that 
“Licenses Do Not Appear in Any 
St. Louis Newspaper.” Couples 
who had sought out the Riddle 
marriage parlor for spur-of-the- 
moment matrimony spread the 
news to their friends that the 
proprietors advertised 24-hour serv- 
ice. One taxi driver brought 
couples the 54 miles from. St. Louis 
on four different occasions, came 
the fifth time to get married him- 
self. 

“Six o’clock in the mornin’, it 
was,” recalls Mrs. Riddle. “I was 
just puttin’ out my wash water.” 

When Attorney General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick revoked, last April, the 
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right of justices to issue licenses 
on the spot, charging that many 
were singularly absent-minded 
about turning in the fees, it looked 
to Mrs. Riddle, then a justice of 
the peace by appointment for three 
months, as if the Golden Age had 
come. Only three blocks from the 
courthouse, she couldn't miss on 
the trade that preferred an im- 
promptu ceremony and had to 
come to the Lincoln county seat to 
get the document making it legal. 


At one.time before Mr. Riddle 
passed away he considered the ad- 
vantages of highway advertising, 
had a sign drawn depicting a 
happy, if somewhat overdressed, 
bride and groom standing in smil- 
ing testimony to the glamor of a 
Riddle service, with appropriate 
lettering at the side. . 


“We took the sign out to the 
highway to see about putting it 
up,” Mrs. Riddle recalls, “and 
would you believe it? They want- 
ed $12 a month just to have it 
restin’ on their land. We decided 
we'd do just as good puttin’ it up 
in front of the house.” 


Even the five and 10 dollar bills 
that fattened the Riddle wallet aft- 
er almost every service could 
scarcely cover .such extravagance. 

“By law we only charge $2,” she 
explains. Most folks thinks it’s 
more. And believe me, when you 
have to get up all hours of the 
night, it’s worth more’n any $2. 
Why, the Wednesday night before 
he died, Mr. Riddle married a cou- 
ple at the foot of his bed. 

“‘He’s done retired,’ I told ‘em. 
‘He don’t feel well. Can’t you go 
someplace else?’ But they insist- 
ed, so he said all right, they could 
come on in the bedroom if they 
didn’t mind, 

“We even had a couple come to 
the house the morning the undér- 
taker was layin’ Mr. Riddle out.” 
She raises her spectacles to dab at 
her eyes, but seems to have been 
unannoyed by the intrusion. 

“A lot of times they story about 
their age,” Mrs. Riddle admits. “TI 
had one couple come in the other 
night that got a ride on a truck 
when they missed the bus. They 
was from Alton and the girl didn’t 
look to me like she’d seen 14.” 

The bride yawned through the 
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brief ceremony, turned to the 
groom when it was over, rubbed 
her eyes with her fists. “Let’s go 
to the hotel,” she said, yawning 
again. “I want to get to bed. I'm 
sleepy.” 

“Poor little thing.” Mrs. Riddle 
nods over a sentimental smile. 
“She was, too.” 

But most of her customers 
“know their own minds,” she con- 
tinues. “And just like it says on 
my card, ‘Positively Will Not 
Marry Intoxicated Persons’.” 

Riddle-wed couples return often 
with their friends, and Mr. and 
Mrs. A. 8S. Payne of Chicago, mar- 
ried in June, 1939, even returned 
with their first-born, Troy Mis- 
souri Payne, as testimony to the 
permanence of still another Riddle 
reading of the vows, 

Seemingly as functional as a 
back-scratcher is Mrs. Riddle’s ap- 
proach to wholesale matrimony. 
She keeps cleansing tissues in a 
drawer of her desk “for the lip- 
stick the girls smear around with 
all their huggin’ and kissin’.” She 
reads a brief, untrimmed service 
from a ruled blue notebook: 
'“Friends, we are gathered here in 
the sight of God and in the pres- 
ence of these witnesses to unite 
this couple...” And she depends 
on the convenient offices of a next- 
door neighbor to witness the serv- 
ice when clients fail to bring their 


own, 
B Emma mutters the pronounce- 

ments that make bride and 
groom of those who middle-aisle 
with Riddle by the light of a single 
bulb in her lace-curtained parlor, 
she peeks over her spectacles at 
the pair before her and thinks 
back to her own courtship 30 years 
back. 

M. P. Riddle was a barber in 
Olney, 27 miles away, and Emma 
Bryan, whose father was “own 
cousin to William Jennings him- 
self,” was a telephone operator in 
Troy, when a notary public at 
Olney told her about “a mighty 
nice young bachelor up here who 
wants to get married.” 


“IT was 30, and gettin’ kinda 
maidish,”. Emma says. “Well, one 
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- night I was at the switchboard

them Billy Garrett, whose 
farmingparents live 45 miles away 
in Montgomery County. “He goes 
home right often,” Mrs. Riddle ex- 
plains, “but he’s been just like my 
own. Smartest boy in town, he is. 
Works at the printin’ office, earns 
all his own spendin’ money, and 
just bought his fourth War Bond.” 

Highlights in the simple, earthy 
Riddle chronology have been the 
three years they superintended the 
county alms home; the years that 
Mr. Riddle sold Moorman’s Poultry 
Minerals while his wife raised prize 
chickens—1200 in one year and 
“did I live with ’em!”; Mr. Riddle’s 
election to the post of County Cor- 
oner in 1940, defeating a doctor 
and an osteopath; Mrs. Riddle’s 
profitable management of a pop- 
corn and candy stand in the late 
twenties; her winning of six Wil- 
liam Rogers teaspoons for taking 
five county fair first and one sec- 
ond with a cake flour recipe. 

Mrs. Riddle is hoping for a re- 
drift in the love business toward 
Troy’s courthouse and her nearby 
cottage, identified by the sign in 
front, by cordwood and peppers 
drying on the back porch, by 
rural plumbing, a trough from the 
roof drain to the well, and an old- 
fashioned weather vane with the 
witch outside these chilly days, 

If Mrs. Riddie has gone up town 
to do business at courthouse or 
postoffice, to have her thinning 
hair set at Irene’s, or to pass time 
of day with the ladies of the Bap- 
tist Aid, who are quilting at the 
Jones Hotel at the corner of Main 
and College streets, you'll find this 
sign on the screen: 

“If needed, please step inside and 
wait, have gone up town for.only 
a few minutes.

Every 
breath we breathe out contains 
water; perspiration is constantly 
forming and evaporating, even 
though we don’t see it—sometimes 
it amounts to two or three quarts 
a day. 

Water or fluids of some kind 
must be taken to replace this loss. 
Headaches, nervousness, and indi- 
gestion may follow insufficient 
water drinking. 

Water is essential in combating 
ilinesses. In colds, infections, acute 
ailments of many kinds, drinking

large quantities of fluids is the 
first step in bringing about a cure. 

If you don’t like to drink plain 
water, add fruit juices such as 
orange or pineapple juice, or take 
tomato juice. And remember that 
milk, which everybody needs, is 
largely water, so drink at least a 
pint a day. 


At mealtime, don’t over-distend 
the stomach with water so that 
you don’t have room for needed 
food. Do most of your water-drink- 


ing betwéen meals. 
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IN THESE DAYS, when every- 
one is busy and working—or 
should be—meals should be leisure- 
ly and pleasant. 

No matter how busy you are, 
don’t gulp down meals in a hur- 
ried fashion, but allow adequate 
time to eat without rushing. Eat- 
ing slowly gives more opportunity 
for the thorough chewing that 
breaks up the food into smaller, 
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more easily digested particles. It 
allows better mixing of food with 
the saliva which begins the diges- 
tion of starches. Eating slowly al- 
lows. time, too, for the appetite to 
adjust itself and makes overeating 
less likely. 

Watching the clock at mealtimes 
is very likely to cause nervous ten- 
sion, and this‘has a bad effect on 
the digestive apparatus. It may 
result in that after-dinner feeling 
of a load of lead in the stomach. 

Mealtime should be a pleasant 
time, too. It is better to eat a 
simple meal in peace than a more 
elaborate one in the midst of hub- 
bub and argument. Banish from 
the dinner table unpleasant topics 
of conversation and shed your wor- 
ries. In this way, much of that 
chronic indigestion will be elimi- 
nated. 

Don’t eat too much at one time, 
especially if you're overweight or 
in middle life. Large, heavy meals 
put an added strain on the heart 
and are usually more food than the 
body needs anyway. Don’t eat until 
you just can't hold another thing,

Under his 
baton, therefore, the Brandenburg 
concertos and the orchestral suites 
will be played forte, piano and 
mezzo-forte, with very little in 
between.

One can admire the purity of 
Mr. Klemperer’s intentions, with- 
out believing for a moment that 
they are possible of attainment. 
For even if he is correct about 
the dynamic notations, and even 
if he can revive the old instru- 
ments with players who are com- 
petent to deal with them, he 
cannot restore the Eighteenth 
Century audience, nor its psy-

@ AFTER ALL, it is not only 
Bach’s music that has. been 
changed by modern performing 
conditions, but also that of most 
composers whose works constitute 
the standard fare of present day 
orchestral and operatic perform- 
ances. Instruments are different, 
techniques are different, auditori- 
ums and audiences are larger. 

The symphonies of Beethoven, 
for instance, are practically never 
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scored. Even conductors with a 
minimum of virtuosity observe the 
changes which have been written 
into the Beethoven scores by Wag- 
ner and Weingartner. The reasons 
for these changes are quite obvious 
and it is safe to assume that a per- 
formance which adhered to the 
original score would not satisfy the 
ear of the modern audience.

This is not to say that all mod- 
ern editing is undertaken in the 
same devoted and pious spirit as 
that shown by Weingartner.

the durmsticks. So a ground veal 
mixture, with its undeniably deli- 
cate chicken-like flavor, which is 
shaped into a mock drumstick and 
can be gnawed off the skewer just 
like the real thing (Emily Post 
agrees that this is correct in the 
bosom of the family, though dubi- 
ous in formal surroundings)—such 
a meat dish is sure to be popular. 

Mock Chicken Legs. 

One egg, beaten; two teaspoons 
galt, two tablespoons milk, one tea- 
spoon grated onion, two teaspoons 
chopped green pepper, one pound 
ground veal, about one-fourth cup 
flour, two tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings, one and one-half cups veal 
broth or bouillon, celery leaves, 
one-fourth teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 

Beat egg with one teaspoon of 
the salt; add milk, one-half tea- 
spoon of the grated onion, and the 
chopped greén pepper. Mix the 
meat thoroughly with this egg- 
milk combination, and shape it 
around wooden skewers in the 
form of chicken drumsticks. Roll 
in the flour, and brown in bacon 
drippings in a heavy skillet. Add 
broth and celery leaves, cover, and 
simmer about 45 minutes. Make a 
paste of one-fourth cup flour and 
one-half cup cold water, and stir 
into gravy until thickened. Add re- 
maining salt and onion to gravy, 
and stir in Worcesterchire sauce. 
Serve gravy with chicxen legs, pip- 
ing hot. Four servings.

HAT will be the most prized antiques after this war, no one

: as houses and horsehair sofas, on which we may spend time and 
money in the hope of having something “adorable,” something of 
which even our worst enemies will say, “I don’t see how you did it.” 
And think “why” in place of “how.” 
; ‘ “George Washington Slept Here,” with which Mr. Benny and 
yk Miss Ann Sheridan, at the Fox Theater, compensate all those who 
got wrong sizes from Santa Claus, is about the sport of “antiquing,” 
in houses and furniture, as this sport existed before the Global War. 
Remember the days when wives, and husbands, bought old wrecks 
of farmhouses and did them over with music box here and love 
seat there? Benny and Miss Sheridan are two innocents who acquire 
a shack where the Father of Our Country was supposed to have 
parked his wig one night. 

Two centuries would be hard on any house and this A-1 example 
of profound deterioration has had all the generous and loving care 
that a 1942 apartment house landlord gives a month-to-month tenant. 
The floors are paper-thin, the roof leaks, the plumbing ain't, as the 
Pennsylvania Dutch say, the only passable road is across somebody 
else’s property. And, to top it off, Pappy Washington didn’t put up 
there at all—it was Benedict Arnold, 

All these embarrassments and predicaments facing Benny and 
Miss Sheridan, who go under the name of Fuller in the picture, 
provide opportunity for wisecracking and loud laughter. And “George 
Washington Slept Here” is still the funny play it was on Broadway 
two winters ago and at the Civic Theater of St, Louis in the summer 
of 1941. The screen has wider opportunities to show what kind of 
people the Fullers were before and after they went to the country,

3 of TNT. It is fitted with a detonator which sets off the mine when 
weight is put on it. The mine is planted with the detonator up just below 
the surface of the ground; often no more than a fraction of an inch of 
soil or sand covers the top, but pains are taken to leave no visible evi- 
dence of its presence. There may be thousands of these mines, placed - 
only a few feet apart, in one mine field. 
There are two methods of making a path through such a barrier. 
One is to find mines and remove them, one at a time. . The other is to 
blast a lane by ‘pevern mines to explode harmlessly where they lay. 
The latter method involves the use of a 20-foot length of metal 
pipe containing TNT a “bangalore torpedo"—which is exploded
